A 20-inch water main at Grand 
boulevard and LEichelberger avc- 
nue burst at 3 a. m. today, ripping 
a large hole in the street, damag- 
ing nearby lawns and flooding 
basements. 

Three mulberry trees in front of 
the General Funeral Home at 5401 


South Grand were uprooted by the 
water, which flooded Eichelberger 
for a half block west of Grand. 
The main stream flowed south on 
Grand, damaging lawns and flood- 
ing basements at 5409-7-11 South 
Grand. 

The water gouged a hole in the 
street 15 feet long, 20 feet wide and 
about 8 feet deep. A gully three 
feet deep and 6 feet wide was cut 
through the lawn in front of the 
funeral establisment. 

A quantity of furs stored in the 
basement of the Zenthoefer Fur wv., 
5411 South Grand, were damaged 
by the water. The loss, covered by 
insurance, was not immediately as- 
certained.

150 BRITISH BOMBERS MAKE 
TRAINING FLIGHT OVER FRANCE 


Four of 12 Squadrons in Air Quick- 
ly Complete Nonstop Round- 
Trip Maneuver. 
LONDON, July 11 (AP).—Twelve 
bomber squadrons of the Royal Air 
Force took off today for a non-stop 
training flight to Southwestern 
France and return. The force num- 
bered between 150 and 200 planes. 
A French squadron will recipro- 
cate with a flight over Britain. 
Four of the squadrons, which 
flew a triangular course over 
France, returned to their home sta- 
tions this afternoon. 


BERLIN, July 11 (AP). — The 
flight of 12 squadrons of British 
bombing planes to France brought

HIS ASTROLOGERS PREDICT 


Nicholas Murray Butler Says 
Fuehrer Maintains Staff of 
Five Star-Readers. 

NEW. YORK, July 11 (AP).— 
Adolf Hitler maintains an advisory 
staff of five astrologers, Dr. Nich- 
olas Murray Butler said today, to’ 
read the stars and tell him what 

the future holds. 

“At the present time,” Dr. But- 
ler said, “the advice of these wise 
men is that the climax of Hitler’s 
career will come early in September 
and that whatever he is to do to 
add to his fame must be done be- 
fore that date. This may sound 
like nonsense, but it is the sort of 
nonsense which may easily’ give 
to modern civilization another ter- 
rific shock.” 

Dr. Butler, president of Colum- 
bia University, returned yesterday 
from London where he attended a 
conference of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace, of 
which he is also president.

PROTEST TO JAPAN 
OVER BOMBINGS 


‘Emphatic Statements’ at 
Tokyo and Washington 
Against Endangering 
U. S. Property and Lives 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP).— 
The United States protested to Ja- 
pan yesterday against “indiscrimi- 
nate bombings” at Chungking, pro- 
visional capital of China, “which se- 
riously endangered American life 
and property.” 

Under instructions from Secre- 
tary of State Hull, the American 
Charge d’Affaires at Tokyo, Eugene 
H, Dooman, made what the State 
Department termed “emphatic rep- 
resentations” to the Japanese Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. 

He protested specifically against 
bombings of Chungking by Japa- 
nese airplanes July 6 and 7. Amer- 
ican diplomatic and consular offi- 
cials, the State Department said, 
already had made appropriate rep- 
resentations to the Japanese au-| 
thorities in China. 

At the same time, Hull called the 
bombings at Chungking to the at- 
tention of Japanese Ambassador 
Horinouchi when the Ambassador 
called on him and discussed the Far 
Eastern situation. 

During the raid on Chungking | 
between midnight and 2 a. m. July 
2, the Lewis Memorial Institutional 
Church, an American Methodist in- 
stitution, was reported badly dam- 
aged. Other smaller buildings of 
the same mission were damaged 
by concussion, 

One bomb fell about 300 yards 
from. Ambassador Nelson T. John- 
son's quarters, another within 400 
feet of the residence of Willis Peck, 
American Counselor of Embassy, 
and another within 150 feet of a 
British gunboat.

in effect.

The Laclede Gas Light Co. has offered a compro-
